ambassador told reporters tiu the 
Russian action in sending rein- 
forcements into Iran was "quite 
unexpected. 
It has taken us by 


surprise", but he was without of- 
ficial advices from his capital. 


3. Some interest was manifest- 


ed by officials here in press dis- 
patches from Iran stating that a 
Russian force at Karaj, only 20 
miles from the Iranian capital, 
included Sherman tanks. 
These 


are American armored monsters 
which were lend-leased to the Rus- 
sians for use against the Germans. 
Any Russian employment of lend- 
lease arms in Iran under the pres- 
ent circumstances could provide 
the basis of new American diplo- 
matic protests 
to 
the 
Soviet 


Union. 


Threat to UNO's Powers 


Reports of large Red Army re- 


inforcements moving into Iran put 
^ new straiif -on Russian-American 
relations today and threatened a 
critical test of UNO's powers to 
preserve peace. 


The reports have yet to be for- 


mally confirmed or officially de- 
nied, but this government has sent 
a note to Moscow asking what the 
Russians are up to and why. 


Also the reports have sufficient 


weight to have prompted an offi- 
cial state department announce- 
ment that they had been received. 


The department's statement last 


night said its information was to 
the effect that "during the last 
week 
additional 
Soviet 
armed 


forces and heavy military combat 
equipment 
have 
been 
moving 


southward" from the direction of 
the Russian border toward 
tne \ 


Iranian capital of Tehran and to- 
ward that country's western bor- 
der. 


The western border divides Iran 


from turkey and oil-rich Iraq. 


Officials Puzzled 


Officials here are frankly puz- 


zled as to the Russian objective

Top officials here firmly expect 


that unless the Russians change 
tours- and greatly modify then 
reported activities the whole issue 
will bp thrown into the United 
Nations Security Council, sched- 
uled to open its next meeting in 
New York March 25. 


Before Council Meeting 


The Iranian case was presented 


to the council at its recent London 
meeting by Iran itself with an ap- 
peal for some action to end al-

Iranian independence. 
The case 


finally was dismissed with a state- 
ment that Iran and Russia should 
try to settle their differences by 
direct negotiations. 
For that pur- 


pose Iran Premier Ovam Es Sul- 
taneh went to Moscow but failed 
to reach a settlement. 


While he was there the March 


2 deadline passed and the Rus- 
sians announced that while they 
would make a partial withdrawal 
they would keep some troops on 
hand until the troubled political 


Volunteer Army Is 


History's Largest 


Washington, March 13— (AP)—- 


The Army reported today it has 
raised in five months a volunteer 
force of 600,017—largest of its 
kind in the nation's history. 


This force is the nucleus of a 


projected peacetime regular army 
of 1,500,000—a goal set for July 1. 


November was the peak month 


for enlistments with 183,000 men 
volunteering. Since, monthly totals 
have declined gradually, to 93,874 
in February. 


Maj. Gen. Edwaid F. Witsell. 


adjutant general, described 
the 


enlistment record as "unparalleled" 
and "one of which the American 
people can well be proud". 


A bieakdov-n shows that 67.07 


percent of those enlisting served 
in the Army of the United States 
during the war; 14,23 percent are 
men who served m the regular 
Army before the war and 18 7 per- 
cent are young men from civil-an 
life serving for the first time.

The leader among the 22 nazis 


on trial for war crimes boastfully 
emphasized his own importance in 
snatching control for the nazi 
party and asserted that an army 
plot against Hitler was barely 
averted a few hours before the 
first Hitler cabinet took its oath 
13 years ago. 


The former Reichsmaishal said 


that the military plot was insti- 
gated by Ken. Kurt von Schleich- 
er—slain the following year in the 
Ernst Roehm blood purge—and

Senate Group Is 
in Favor of Atom 
Control by Army 


Washington, March 13—(AP) — 


The issue of national safety gave 
the armed forces the decision to- 
day in an important preliminary 
test on postwar control of atomic 
energy. 


The decision was hit immediate- 


ly by Secretary of Commerce Wal- 
lace, who saw in it the "potentiali- 
ty of delivering us into the hands 
of military fascism in this na- 
tion". 


Sen. Vandenberg (R-Mich), how- 


ever, held that military regula- 
tion "is necessary until stabiliz- 
ed international control is develop- 
ed effectively to prohibit the use 
of atomic energy for military pur- 
poses by anybody at any time". 


The test developed when the 


special senate atomic committee 
voted six-to-one yesterday to in- 
corporate into pending legislation 
a provision giving- a presidentially 
appointed military liaison commit- 
tee a right to intervene before a 
civilian atomic control commis- 
sion of five. 


Wallace declared this was a. 


vote "to place the control of the 
atomic energy, in effect, in the 
hands of the military''. He called 
it an "exceedingly unfortunate 
dev elopment". 


The armed forces have taken the 


position all along that postwar 
atomic energy control should be 
their responsibility because of the 
importance of atomic weapons to 
the nation's defense. But numer- 
ous scientists and others have ar- 
gued for complete civilian con- 
trol to advance research and allay 
international suspicion. 


The decision m favor of the mil- 


itary was on a pioposal to revise 
the bill sponsored by Sen. McMa- 
hon (D-Conn), which would en- 
trust postwar atomic development 
to strictly civilian control. McMa- 
hon cast the lone vote against the 
proposal which would give the mil- 
itary veto power in matteis of na- 
tional security. 


Vandenberg. a member of the 


committee and author of the pro- 
posal, told reporters the revision 
would give military officials "stop, 
look and listen power in behalf of 
national security' 'and predicted 
that the amended bill would get 
approval this week from the com- 
mittee.

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Lewis' Demands

Washington, March 13—-(AP) — 


John L. Lewis left for the coal 
industry to puzzle over today a 
wage demand which specified only 
the highest pay and shortest hours 
his 400,000 soft coal miners can 
get. 


Lewis caught operators by sur- 


prise at yesterday's opening ses- 
sion of the Bituminous coal wage 
conference at xvhich the industry 
lad expected to hear a concrete 
pay boost proposal. 


Instead, Lewis laid down nine 


generalized demands, in wiiich he 
said the United Mine Workers 
want a new peacetime contract 
adjusting a variety of problems, 
including "an increase of wages 
and -reduction of- daily .and -weekly 
working hours". 


A UMW spokesman said the 


union's bargaining committee will 
meet industry negotiators with in- 
structions to base the wage issue 
on shorter hours and job classifica- 
tion 
differentials—"and 
bargain 


the best increase they can get". 


Actual negotiations may not get 


underway until next week. An- 
other session of the wage confer- 
ence was set for today, but it w-is 
to be devoted to union arguments 
m support of the general demands.

Chungking, March 13—(AP)— 


Russia has not yet informed China 
when the withdrawal 
of Soviet 


forces from Manchuria will be 
completed, vice minister of foreign 
affairs Liu Chieh said today. 


He told a press conference the 


Chinese government had received 
no information that the Soviet 
evacuation of Mukden denoted the 
start of a general withdrawal from 
Manchuria. 


Chinese dispatches reported gov- 


ernment troops were streaming 
into Mukden and said the Russians 
had withdrawn fiom points east 
of the railroad town of Tiehling. 
about 50 miles north. 


These dispatches gave the im- 


pression that part of Mukden was 
in Communist hands but chron- 
icled no large-scale fighting. Ten 
government policemen were re- 
ported killed and moie than 70 
others taken prisoner in a clash 
with the Communists in the north- 
ern suburbs 


Detroit, March 13— (AP)— Hopes 
for a settlement of the 113-day-old 
General Motors strike mounted to- 
day as a management-union ne- 
gotiating meeting that began yes- 
terday continued into this after- 
noon. 


As the parley passed its 22nd 


hour the conferees were said by a

What about wages? 
Wages have risen steadily for five 
years. Before the strike v. Inch be- 
gan on January -1 i'1 1en of our 
plants and which has choked off 
nearly all farm machinery produc- 
tion, earnings of employes of these 
plants averaged $1.15,'3 an hour, 
not including any overtime.

Since then a few small increases 
have been allowed where particu- 
lar machines were substantially 
changed in design. 


What about profits? 
Risk- is par' of the American profit 
and loss s^stpm, so we do not. of 
course, ask cither our customers 
or the Government to guarantee 
that, we can he certain of profits 
each year. The chart tells the 
story of our profits during the war. 
Although Harvester produced

What is the next step? 
As you can sec. our present situ- 
auo'n is that u n h frozen prices 
and declining profits, we arc asked 
to pay higher materials costs and 
to make the biggest wage increase 
in the history of the Company.

materials continues to rise, obvi- 
ously our Company will begin to 
operate at a loss at some point.

Government 
agencies and union leaders may 
have opinions as to where that 
point is. But if they turn out to 
be wrong, they can shrug their 
shoulders and say: ''Well, it wasn't 
my responsibhty. I didn't make 
the decision.''

year, if he's lucky enough to be 
re-elected. 


When those ahead of him drop 


out of congress, or sometimes drop 
off the committee, the newcomer 
moves up the list.

Chairmen are powerful. The job 


has great oretige. When they've 
spent a career trying to get sucn a 
job they don't want to give it up.
